A House Appro- 
priations Committee report is ex- 
pected in two or three weeks. 

The index is widely used by 
analysts and administrators in 
Government, business and labor, 
and has become a major factor in 
the negotiation of many labor- 
management contracts. 

Some of these contracts, like 
that of the agreement between 
General Motors Corp. and the CIO 
United Auto Workers, are keyed 
directly to the index, with the re- 
sult that its rise or fall causes a 
rise or fall in wages. 

Criticism of Index. 
In view of its widespread use 
‘ and great importance as ap eco 
nomic barometer it is essential 
that the index be as accurate as 
statisticians can make it, and 
there has been considerable criti- 
cism, especially since the end of 
the war, that the index does not 
reflect present-day conditions ac- 
curately. 
‘ Price index computations are 
based on expenditure patterns de- 
termined in a $4,000,000 survey in 
1934-1936. A sample check on the 
reliability of these patterns has 
been made in three cities annually 
in the last few years, but the bu- 
reau, crippled by the Republican- 
controlled Eightieth Congress, has 
been unable to perform a compre- 
hensive job. 7 

The bureau now is asking for 
about $120,000 to begin studies 
leading to a general overhauling. 

These studies will take several 
years; the target date for comple- 
tion of the revision is 1953. The 
total cost is expected to be con- 
siderably less than $4,000,000. 

Report by Committee. 


A recent report by the joint 

Economic Committee stated that

basis may disclose the need for 
different coverage and a reweight-

Togliatti Says Italians May Have 
Duty to Give Aid to Russian Army |.

ROME, Feb. 26 (AP)—Commit- 
nist leader Palmiro Togliatti as- 
serted today it would be Italians’ 
duty to help any Russian army 
which might pursue “an aggressor” 
onto the soil of Italy. 

The statement, made in a pub- 
lished interview with fhe rightist 
newspaper Giornale della Sera, did 
not say what form Tagliatti be- 
lieved the aid should take. 


It did, however, go further than 
last Tuesday's declaration by the 
French Communist leader, Mau- 
rice Thorez, that French u- 
nists would welcome Russian 
troops if they ever had to pursue 
an enemy into France. French 
and Italian Communists have 
shared joint aims, particularly op- 
position to the Marshall plan.

ESTIFYING before the Senate and House foreign relations committees, 


the Eeonomic Co-operation Act, said. 


“*If this program brings us peace and stability—and I fervently believe it 


can—it will turn out to be the greatest bargain the American people ever had.”’ 


There is a substantial basis for Mr. Hoff- 
man’s elaim. The Marshall Plan has helped 
to stop Communism in Western Eu- 
rope. It has helped bring Western Europe's 
industrial output up to the prewar level, 
or about a sixth above the figure for 1947. 
It has seen the launching of a Council of 
Europe and the beginnings of a North At- 
lantic defense pact. 

One of the most dramatic gains of the 
Marshall Plan is the recent formation of the 
permanent Organization ‘for European Eco- 
nomic Co-operation by the 19 nations and 
regions now covered by Marshall Plan aid. 
Belgian Premier Paul-Henri Spaak, head of. 
the OEEC, said a “more glamorous name” 
will be given the organization, which pre- 
sumably may be merged later with the 
Council of Europe. 

Marshall Plan aid is scheduled to énd 
June 30, 1952, by which time the United 
States will have contributed some 17 bDil- 
lion dollars to European economic recov- 
‘ery. In theory the Continent will then stand 
on its own feet. 

But after several weeks of soul-search- 
ing and burning of midnight electricity in 
Washington’s new Maiatico building— 
constructed, symbolically, by an Italian 
immigrant with RFC. funds—the experts 
of the European nations said that 1952 
will find them still with a three-billion- 
dollar annual trade deficit.

Such difficulties as these, of course, go 
back for decades. But a new obstacle has 
been added since the last war—new at 
least in the Atlantic democracies.

Belgium, 
by contrast, has a free economy like that 
of the United States. So in spite of the Bene- 
lux customs union, there is no real economic 
unity between. the two countries. To make 
its economic controls work, Holland has to 
enforce border inspections and prohibitions 
which are a greater hindrance to Belgigp- 
Dutch commerce than were the old tariffs. 

Instability of currencies is a trade block- 
ade by itself. The case of France is notori- 
ous, and the French Government seems to 
feel it is politically impossible to énforce 


austerity or to collect the high taxes needed 


to underpin the currency,

The latter item includes 
such things as shipping, tourist trade and 
foreign investments. Before the war some 
30 per cent of Europe’s imports were paid 
for out. of these “invisible exports,” which 
now have become so invisible as to vir- 
tually cease to exist; in some cases.

HEY call Senator Lyndon Baines John- 

son the Blanco Blitz. But this is one 

blitz that signifies peace, not war. The 
Senator says so himself, 
again. The best peace insurance for North 
America, he says, is to build up our armed 
forces to the maximum, with emphasis on 
the air force. 

In World War I ‘Harry S. Truman, then 
unknown to fame, was an artillery cap- 
tain in France. In World War II, Lyn- 
don B. Johnson, a Congressman turned 
naval’air observer, was flying over New 
Guinea, largely occupied by the hostile 
Japanese. As the enemy. in_ their 
Zero fighters drove pine 2: of his com- 
patriots down to a g death, young 
Johnson came to a conviction: in the next 
war, if there had to be a next war, he 
would see to it that the American air 
force started out on equal terms, or better. 

Like his fellow Democrat, President 
Truman, Senator Johnson believes in ar- 
tillery. But he believes that the march 
of events and science between 1918 and 
1949 testifies that the artillery must be car- 
ried in the sky -whether it be a cannon or 
an atomic bomb. The more or less static 
trench warfare that Truman and his ‘con- 
temporaries knew along the Aisne, the 
Somme and the Meuse, in the Vosges and 
Belleau Woods, has given way to the world- 
sweepings of the B-36s and the what-have- 
you of the scientists who adapt nuclear fis- 
sion and bacteriological breeding to the 
needs of modern manslaughter. 

It is against this background that the 
Blanco Blitz,.as a freshman but highly ar- 
ticulate member of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, has been upping President 
Truman's ante and has been a leader in

It seems the Johnson family of Blanco 
County fell a victim to the Harding reces- 
sion in the 20s: “It wasn’t as bad as the 
Hoover depression, but I remember it was 
bad enough; we were advised to eat rabbits 
in summertime.” 

Young Lyndon was a headstrong boy. He 
did not like the depression at home, so he 
ran off to California and enjoyed a per- 
sonal depression. 

“I hashed it in a beanery, and I ran 
elevators, and washed dishes, and nearly 
starved for 18 months,” he recalla. 

At last the big, strong young fellow re- 
turned home to sleep, under a quilt his 
grandmother had made for him. But he 
brought no wisdom back with him. He 
shunned the schools. He went to work on 
highway construction, driving a truck at 
$1 aday. This went on for months. 

His mother, who came from a line of 
Baylor University educators, got disgusted 
with him. 

When her big, strong boy slept late one 
morning, Mother Johnson said: 

“Tl’ll save no money for you to go to 
school. Whatever I can save will be for 
your sister. You haven't the brains to take 
a schooling.” 

“I realize now,” says Senator Johnson, 
“that was mother’s way of challenging me 
to make good. She wanted to provoke me 
to action. And she succeeded.”’ 

Her son succeeded, too—and in a hurry!

Is Self-Support Possible |

Despite the formation of the customs 
union between Belgium, the Netherlands 
and Luxembourg, however, real economic 
unification of Europe has made little prog- 
ress so far. The question is whether Eu- 
ropean self-support, without real unifica- 
tion, is possible. 

Economic ¢o-operation—a term meaning 
much less that real unification—has fared 
better. Such co-operation, however, has been 
limited chiefly to two things. One is the 
planning of-industrial plants so that excess 
over-all capacity will be avoided. 

The other is the joint planning of exports 
and imports, se that dumping of home prod- 
ucts at uneconomic prices will, be‘ avoided, 
and so that competitive puréhases abroad 
will not unnecessarily push up the prices o

Young Lyndon visited the White House 
on an average of once a week. President 
Roosevelt liked to talk and Representa- 
tive Johnson made himself a good listen- 
er. To this day, he can listen—if he 


it is to circulate.

Another 
reason for America’s edge is that a plant in 
the United, States employs a higher ratio, 
of its manpower running machines and a 
lower ratio as supervisors and foremen. 

Full use of. the industrial capacity of the 
Ruhr and the distribution of its products 
for the benefit of Western Europe as a whole 
would do as.much as gny one thing to enable 
the Marshall Plan countries to go on their. 
own in 1952. Industrial production in the 
ERP area, except Western Germany; is now 
110 per cent of the 1938 level. In Western 
Germany it is only 80 per cent. 

The extent of the revival of trade be- 
tween. Eastern Europe and Western Eu- 
rope will also condition European recov- 
ery. The economies of the two sections 
mesh neatly.

In other words, the:closed shop limits an em- 
ployer’s freedom to and an employe’s 
freedom to seek a job. s situation is what 
Prof. David A, McCabe of Princet6n University 
had in mind when he appeared before the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee. He told the committee 
that he did not like the Taft-Hartley prohibition 
of the closed shop. But neither did he like 
closed unions. would prefer to have the law 
authorize negotiation of closed-shop agreements, 
provided membership in the unions was kept 
open to qualified applicants for employment. 

In addition to their limitation on individual free- 
dom, there is also a strong popular feeling that 
closéd shop unions have abused their monopo- 
listic power; that they have held down labor 
supply by. too grudging acceptance of appren- 
tices; that they sometimes have imposed exorbi- 
tant initiation fees on new members; that they 
have restricted production-hy slowdowns, work- 
ing rules and by opposing technological ad- 


vances, thus penalizing the public in higher 


prices for what they produce. 

So advocates of the closed shop, even if they 
win the current fight in Congress, have still to 
win a popular acceptance which usually is the 
condition precedent for an institution’s perma- 
nence. One of the ways to win this acceptance 
is to rid the people of certain misconceptions 
they have regarding the closed shop. Another 
way is for closed shop unions to quit abusing 
their pdwer. 


Origin of the Closed Shop 


Closed shop unions sprang up during the nine- 
teenth century when there was rio Wagner Act 
to protect labor; when, on the contrary, there 
was strong opposition to labor unionism in any 
form; when industry used its great power to 
break unions, its methods ranging from court in- 
junctions to hired gunmen; when huge waves of 
immigrants came over ‘from Europe eager to 
work at low pay and thus to depress American 
labor’s living standards. 


Although most of these conditions no longer. 
* operate, the closed shop unions fear to surrender 


their privileges; moreover, they point to the fact 
that they, in many cases, have had long and 
mutually satisfactory contractual relations with 
employers that should not arbitrarily be ended 
by law. . Advocates of the closed shop claim 
that it heightens the responsibility of the unions; 
enables them to resist pressure to keep on seek- 
ing new concessions from management; wi 

out the friction caused by the presence of union

On the whole, the closed shop does not appear 
to be gaining headway in the United States, but 
where it has existed, because of historical and 
special conditions, it demands legalization. And 
the chanees are that organized labor, by and 
large, will support the demand in Congress for 
repeal of the closed shop ban. — 

Meanwhile, far-sighted closed shop advocates 
should consider the question of ultimate sur- 
vival in the changing American scene. As we 
have suggested, they can win some support by 
ridding the public of some of the misunder- 
standing of the closed shop, often fostered by 
hostile employers’ associations. Next, they can 
address themselves to a more careful considera- 
tion of their duties and responsibilities to avoid 
harming the public interest. 

But ‘with even more vision, advocates of the 
closed shop, particularly in the printing and 
building industries, could show themselves more 
responsive to technological advances. The news- 
papers of Chicago, despite a printers’ strike that 
has lasted more a year, have been able to 
continue publication by use of new printing de- 
vices. Such strikes spur invention. 


A Revolution in Building? 


In the building industry, the promise of cheap- 
er, factory-made houses is clearly to be seen. 
This new industry could, and we think eventual- 
ly will, revolutionize house-building by the ap- 
plication of mass production principles so notably 
successful in the United States. The traditional 
attitude 6f building labor toward prefabrication 
runs from suspicion t6é open opposition. 

There has been some softening, such as the 
agreement by the AFL Building Trades Depart- 
ment to handle the products ef 17 pre-fab man- 
ufacturers. However, disputes in the build- 
ing industry have so often been settled by 
agreements to raise prices and wages at public 
expense that the good faith of the building unions 
in giving pre-fabs their chance must still be 
demonstrated. 

Further, the pre-fab of today still involves con- 
siderable inefficient use of labor; what will hap- 
pen when bolder efforts are made to eliminate 
this waste?

where. These range from peevish- 
ness to irrespensibilities. 

Furthermore, if Germany is to 
be condemned to a colonial period, 
it must be also recognized that 
any constitutional system set up 
during this period cannot last, for 
it will be tossed into the discard 
i by the Germans as soon as they 
regain their independence. 

While colonial political patterns 
always vanish in this manner, eco- 
nomic patterns survive.

NLESS we understand clearly 
and precisely the revolutionary 
changes in modern warfare, 
we shall ultimately be tempted to 
risk war as a hoped-for solution.

Most Americans think of the 
atomic bomb as a knockout weap- 
on.

Ip so doing 
they create a problem of enorm- 
ous dimensions for the Chinese 
Communist movement. 

It was relatively simple for the 
Communists to avoid corruption 
in their ranks when they were 
guerrillas with few belongings 
beyond what they carried on their 
backs. What will happen en a 
Communist who has lived the 
hard life in the hinterlands be- 
comes the important officia] of 
one of the larger cities in the 
Yangtze river valley?

A Book Written 
in Anger 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
Book Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

RA A. HIRSCHMANN, a New 
J ror business man who has 

often been identified with 
liberal causes, has written a bit- 
ter indictment of American post- 
war policy in Germany. He be- 
lieves that we are encouraging 
the revival of Hitlerism by fail- 
ing to tear it out by the roots. 
The material for his book was 
gathered in the course of two 
inspection tours of the refugee 
camps in Germany with detours 


into Palestine, Turkey, Italy and 
England. 


The title of his book is “The 
Embers Still Burn.” (Simon and 
Schuster.) A better title would 
have been: “Hirschmann Still 
Burns” for it was obviously 
written in a red hot rage. A 
cold rage would have been more 
conducive to strongly formu- 
lated argument and a less im- 
pulsive deduction from the facts. 
But an author is entitled to his 
own temperature and Mr. Hirsch- 
mann, no doubt, is willing to ac- 
cept the status of being injudi- 
cious. 


It must also be admitted that 
a close-up view of the DP camps 
in Germany—such as he had— 
was not favorable to calm analy- 
sis. The Jewish persecutees were 
handled like an inferior grade of 
cattle—and perhaps still are— 
and the fairest possible explana- 
tion of this de-humanizing con- 
dition was that it arose from.-in- 
efficiency. Mr. Hirschmann does 
not stop there. He sees it as an 
inevitable. result of a_ policy 
which gives first consideration 
to Germany’s economic recovery. 
The American high command was 
squeamish about pushing the 
Germans around too much so it 
pushed their victims around in- 
stead. 

As a personal representative 
of Fiorello H. LaGuardia, Di- 
rector General of UNRRA, Mr. 
Hirschmann took the position 
that adequate facilities should 
be provided for Jewish DPs at 
any cost. The usual reply to this 
contention was that the housing 
shortage made more habitable 
accommodations impossible. Mr.

The volume, however, can 
hardly be labeled “a dispassion- 
ate guide to Greece’’; actually it 
is a record of personal impres- 
sions of a gifted cartoonist ana 
author with a strong partiality 
to architecture. Not all parts of 
Greece are included; nor are 
those descrihed treated in a way 
that could help the average visi- 
tor to Greece. The author too 
often draws parallels from his 
English background which en- 
liven his narrative but which 
will baffle and frustrate his non- 
English readers. He also makes 
statements that are unfair. Es- 
pecially unfair is the light way 
in which he touches upon the 
Greek Orthodox Church exclud- 
ing all.its spiritual content and 
coloring its shortcomings, and 
the superficial description of the 
people of Greece who are pa- 
raded in caricatures and in 
atories that are whispered in 
some polite circles of sophisti- 
cated Athens to enliven the bore- 
dom of visitigg dignitaries, -One 
has to compare the aithor's glib 
remarks with Henry Miller’s 
penetrating analysis of the Greek 
people (“The Colossus of Ma- 
roussi’’) to realize how much he 
misses in Lancaster’s stories. 
Yet these stories make entertain- 
ing reading, and apparently that 
was the aim of the author; but 
that kind of reading cannot be 
presented as a “dispassionate 
guide to Greece, its inf&bitants, 
and its buildings.” 

In spite of its faults.and its 
Ifmitations, the book is-refresh- 
ing and will find favor, if not 
with the general reader, at least 
with those who know Greece and 
who will not be misled by the 
strong personal predilections and 
witticisms of the author.

A TREE OF NIGHT,-AND OTHER 
STORIES, by Truman Capote. (Ran- 
dom House, 209 pgs. $2.75.) 


RILLIANT and for the 
B nes part purposeless writ- 
ing about queer ahd depress- 


ing people is the sum of Truman 
Capote’s book of short stories as 
it was of his novel, “Other 
Voices, Other Rooms.” What he 
does would be done so wonder- 
fully well if only it were worth 
doing! 


At his best, for instance in 
“Master Misery,” he explores the 
shadowland of sanity, the lush, 
uncertain demeane between the 
last reaches of dream and the 
nearer borders of madness. It is 
in this inarticulate realm that 
Capote is most nearly articulate. 
So provocatively does he invade 
the guarded inner citadel of the 
personality that the reader finds 
himself looking up from the 
pages to ponder with new and 
exotic insight the personalities of 
people he himself knows. 


But he is not so purposeful 
often or for long, Perhaps it is 
because he does not have enough 
to say to his reader. Perhaps 
the sense that he is trying to say 
anything dulls with the repeti- 
tion of his monotonous, though 
superlative, style. In any eveht 
he seems to be speaking gen- 
erally in symbols whose mean- 
ings he has not as yet decided 
upon. He can create moods as 
thick and frightful and impos- 
sible to escape from as the night- 
mare of a surgical patient under 
ether. “A Tree of Night,” the 
title piece, is one such. The 
telling is so artful that the read- 
er is trarsfixed with the envelop- 
ing fear. And yet it Ils what?— 
a horror story, and not egen a 
story: an incident, a fragment.

“Since it (Rule XXII) was 
adopted, devices have been dis- 
covered and utilized by which 
the effectiveness of the rule 
is nullified. And I agree with 
the Senator from California— 
that the object of the rule is

—and if we cannot bring it to 
a conclusion upon the pre- 
liminary motions which may be 
regarded as measures toward 
that end, then the effective- 
ness of the rule is completely 
destroyed and the object of 
those who wrote it and adopted 
it has been completely de- 
feated.

Most Present Sets Ob- 
solete. : 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP)— 
|The. Government's radio officials 
would like to move television sig- 
nals into higher frequency bands— 
too high for present sets. 

| The Federal Communications 


Commission said yesterday the 
present limited band is inadequate. 

It also said a “comprehensive 
investigation” of radio networks 
is long overdue, noting that the 
last was in 1941. 

These points were made by FCC 
Chairman Wayne Coy in a letter 
to Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado, chairman of the 
Senate Commerce Committee. 

Johnson had sought Coy’s ideas 
on policies pertaining to monop- 
olies in television equipment and 
broadcasting, on television itself, 
and on standard (AM) and fre- 
quency modulation (FM) radio 
broadcasting. 

The commission said it prefers 
to decide on each situation as it 
comes up, but ,Coy offered this 
information: The television indus- 
try does not consider itself ready 
for color. The FCC has reached 
no fina] decision, although one 
commissioner believes color is 
ready now. 

The agency indicated strongly 
that it would like to put tele- 
vision in the ultra-high frequency 
(U.H.F.) band. At present it is 
limited to 12 very high frequency 
(V.H.F.) bands which the commis- 
sion termed inadequate. 

The move, it said, would cause 
“some obsolescence” in present 
sets. Converters can be made but 
the FCC said present sets still 
wouldn’t be satisfactory. 

On the network investigation, 
Coy said: 

“The commission hag long felt 
that such an investigation is nec- 
essary” to determine how present 
regulations are working, how net- 
works and talent bureaus and re- 
cording companies are getting 
along, and to “carefully examine 
the effect of regulations in the 
FM and television field.” 
However, he said FCC authority 
to deal with networks is “rather 
limited.” About its only control, 
he said, is over license renewals 
for individual stations, although 
the FCC can enact regulations 
which apply directly to networks. 
There was no comMent on all 
this from network officials in 
New York. Some said they want- 
ed to study Coy’s letter further; 
others could not be reached.

THE HAGUE, Feb. 36 (AP)— 
The Dutch Government decided to-

Mohamed Hatta and other republi- 
cans captured when Dutch para- 
chute tgoops seized Jogjakarta, 
their capital, Dec. 19.

The United Nations Security 
Council on Dec. 28 ordered the 
release of the republicans within 
24 hours. 

The Netherlands also convoked 
a round table conference here for 
March 12 to discuss with Republi- 
can leaders; plans for an interim 
Government in Indonesia. The 
U.N. Committee for Indonesia 
has been informed it would be wel- 
come. 

The Dutch statement gave no 
hint of intention to restore Soe- 
karno and Hatta to office and

Dutch Aim Is Union. 

The announcement said _ the 
Dutch would try to set up a full 
fledged Indonsian government on 
federal lines with full sovereignty 
considerably earlier than July l, 
1950, the target date set by the Se- 
curity Council. 

The purpose of the round table 
conference with Indonesian lead- 
ers, the announcement said, would 
be to discuss arrangements for an 
interim Government, the condi- 
tions for’ the earliest possible 
transfer of sovereignty and the 
simultaneous establishment of a 
‘Netherlands-Indonesian union un- 
der the Dutch crown. 

(In Batavia, Indonesia, doubt 
was expressed that the republi- 
can chiefs to be freed from exile 
on Bangka Island, would accept 
an invitation unless the bid is in 
more definite terms. It was point- 
ed out that the Dutch had not 
clarified whether they considered 
Soekarno and Hatta individuals 
or the representatives of the re- 
publican government.

YUKON, Okla., Feb. 26 (AP)— 
It took a slick trick—but Grady 
the cow was freed from her silo 
prison today. The Hereford was 
liberated with cup grease and the 
old heave-ho. 


At 8:09 a.m., her rescuers used 
the first of hundreds of sugges- 
tions to get the cow out. 

The ‘scheme was suggested by 
Ralph Partridge, farm editor of 
the Denver P who flew. here to 
Grady’s assistance after word was 
flashed over the nation. 

It all started when Bill Mach’s 
$1000 purbred cow bolted into the 
silo through a 17x25%-inch door. 

Mach explained the cow lunged 
at him after a veterinarian had 
treated her, he dodged, and she 
wound up inside the circular, con- 
crete silo. It was almost unbeliev- 
able to see the 1400-pound cow 
quietly munching in the silo. 

The nation learned of Grady’s 
feat and Mach’s problem. Hun- 
dreds of solutions from 45 states 
and Canada poured in. - 

Partridge arrived here with 
what he called his “secret cow 
freeing device.” 

It turned out to be the grease, 
plenty of muscle and the axiom: 
“If a cow can get through a door 
into a silo, it can get out of the 
same door.” 

“Operation Silo.” 

With 40 witnesses braving) the 
chiHed Oklahoma sunrise, “Oper- 
ation Silo” began. Grady was gen- 
erously rubbed down with grease 
and put on a greased platform. 

Her forefeet were put through 
the opening. The veterinarian, Dr, 


L. J. Crump, then jabbed Grady 
with a hypodermic syringe loaded 
with nembutal. 

There was a winch truck stand- 
ing by with a long cablé to pull 
the cow through. But it wasn’t 
needed. 

. There was a heave-ho on her 
rump With strong hands and then 
she rebelled. , 

With one quick jerk, she jumped 
through the door lumbered 
into the barn yard. The citizens 
cheered! 

The knockout drops, which the 
vet thought niight relax Grady, 
weren't needed. Apparently they 
had no effect. 

After Grady was freed, Dr. 
Crump gave her a thorough exam- 
ination. 

Generous Bubble Bath. 

Grady would be all right in. 10 
days and back to her normal milk 
production. He prescribed plenty 
of rest and food. She also got a 
generous bubble bath. 

Bill Mach said he was glad it 
was all over. He couldn’t under- 
st@fnd why so many people were 
interested in his purebred cow. 

“Why, we got calls and tele 
grams and letters. They suggested 
getting Grady out by using a 
derrick, and by cutting a hole in 


‘the silo, and even by fattening 


her up and killing her. 

“But I couldn’t do that. She 
was too valuable.” 

What’s in store for Grady? 

“Well, I believe she’s earned 
peace and quiet and the rest of 
her life,” Mach said.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP)— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, pre- 
dicted today that Congress will 
ignore the March 4 deadline 
sought by President Truman for 
extending his authority to reduce 

under reciprocal trade 


agreements. : 

The Senate G.O.P. policy leader 
told a reporter that Republicans 
will discuss the entire Adminis- 
tration program on trade and tar- 
iff policies before the Senate acts 
on the extension. 

“It will not be a filibuster but 
it’s going to be a complete debate,” 
Taft said. 


He said the Republicans . would 
go thoroughly into the general 
agreement on tariffs and trade, 
signed by the United States and 
22 other countries at Geneva, 
Switzerland, in 1947, and the in- 
ternational trade agreement, 
signed at Havana, Cuba, Iast 
March by 58 nations. 

Taft predicted also that Presi- 
dent Truman will receive from 
the Tariff Commission on March 
5 a list of several hundred “peril 
points” involved in a dozen pend- 


ng trade agreements. These, as 
ined in the tariff law shined 
by the last, Republican-controlled 
Congress, are points below which 
a tariff reduction would cause or 
threaten “serious injury to do- 
mestic industry.” 
“Peril Point” Provision. 

Under that provision, if Presi- 
dent Truman slashés United 
States import duties below “peril 
points” in bargaining with other 
nations to increase trade, he must 
explain why to Congress and also 
supply it with the secret “peril 
point” list involved.

There are also 
plenty of corn-fields. The shooting 
there is much varied. There are 
vast numbers of quail, a great 
many grouse, and at the right 
times snipe and duck are to be 
found in numbers. When 
I used to go out in that neighbor- 
hood for the p of shooting, 
quail especially, I used to get 
from twenty to thirty brace a day 
for many days in succession. 

Some people think the quail a 
hard bird to shoot, but it is not. 
It flies swift but straight, and is 
commonly missed by reason 0 
the shooter being too much in a 
hurry where it is not brought to 
bag. Because ‘the flight of the 
bird when flushed is rapid, men 
think it nec to shoot very 
quick, and pull the trigger with- 
out sighting the mark truly. This 
is an error to which three out 
of four misses are owing. 

Let the bird be 
along the rib before the t er 
is pulled, and, no matter how 
fast he goes, the shot will over- 
take and stop him. Quail will 
not carry off a great many shot. 
Hurried Shooting Wasteful. 

There is no necessity for hurry 
in shooting, and this will be made 
manifest to sportsmen if they will 
somtimes step the ground from 
where they fired to the dead 
bird. They will find that in nine 
cases out of ten it was not as 
far off as they believed it to be 
when they fired at it. Many of 
those thought to be as much as 
forty yards off when the trigger 
was pulled will be found at thirty 
yards, and’ some at five-and- 
twenty. This shows that there is 
commonly plenty of time to get 
well on the bird before “shooting, 
instead of blazing away on the 
instant at random. 

I have shot thousands on 
‘thousands myself, and know that 
my misses were commonly caused 
by being in too much of a hurry 
to fire. When I have missed with 
the first and killed with the sec- 
ond barrel, I have considered it 
a plain proof that I ought to have 
let another second elapse before 
firing the first barrel; for if a 
bird, flying in the open straight 
away, or quartering, is well 
sighted with a good gun properly 
charged, it is next kin to a 
miracle for it to escape. After 
good rience I resolved to take 
more time in quail-shooting. 

I can now kill nearly every quail 
I shoot at within fair distance. ~ 


Ah; Lots of Game in Missouri 
A few years ago, after the close 
of the war, I went, in the middle 
of January, on a shooting ex- 
Missouri. 

I on Shoal Creek, in. the 

of Cameron, a

It was a good place for game. 
There were quail, prairie chickens, 
some ruffed grouse, turkeys and 
deer in large numibers. I killed 
many turkeys and a few deer, but 
of these I shall give some account 
further. on, under. the proper 
heads. The country is wild and 
broken, with much brush and 
timber, and abounds in gullies, 
deep hollows, and steep ravines. 
The bevies, when flushed, would 
frequently fly for the thickets 
and gullies, and then it was dif- 


ficult shooting. Sometimes, how- 
ever, they would scatter and drop 
in the grass of the pieces of 
prairie, -and then I had beautiful 
sport, killing from twenty: to 
thirty brace a day. 

When flushed in the open, the 
birds very often go for the 
hédges, and then a great.deal may 
be done with a gun on each side

Taylor, who devoted 
himself to full-time study of music 
for a number of years, aspiring to 
be a concert pianist, replied that 
he would be happy to take such a 
test if Krueger would take one too. 

Before the indignation meeting 
broke up Krueger was reported to 
have remarked that the Detroit 
mewspaper music critics had been 
a laughing stock for 25 years. 

The following day, Reichhold, in 
calmer mood, invited the critics of 
the three papers to plushy 
music hall office for a pe meet- 
ing.
